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A new day has dawned upon us. 
We are no longer suspended in 
mld-«ir, not knowing what to do. 
We are here, here with -racist 
pigs, tasciat pigs who are mur- 
dering us, torturing us and op- 
pressing us to a point o( no re- 
turn, A new day has dawned upon 
us, and things have changed. We 
are down' here now and our feet 
are flat on the ground. We are 
standing here hearing the cries ttf 
ihe people, cries that come from a 
mother begging the pigs rot to 
murder her son In cold blood, 
pleading with the greedy landlords 
not to evict her because ^e has 
no money to pay Ihe rent on a 
roach Infested hovel. Hilnga have 
changed and we are no longer only 
hearing these cries, but we are 
adh er Ing ta*t>chi , 

On Oc'&>&er of 1966, a coura- 
geous brother heard these cries 
and he came down from being sus- 
pened In mfd-alr, Ihls brother, 
Ll'I Bobby James Hutton came 
down and he placed his feet flat 
on the ground and he stood up 
in the midst of fascist tVmerlca 
and vowed to all Black people — 
I am here now and I have heard 
your cries and I will pick up the 
gun to defend your rights and your 
lives from these racist pigs chat 
occi^iy our communities, that ter- 
rorize and murder our people, 

Ll'I Bobby Hunon was the very 
first member of the Black Panther 
Party. After Huey and Bobby got 
together, they went around in the 
connmunliles and talked to the peo- 
ple and from this learned of their 
needs and desires; from this ojr 
ten point platform andprogram was 
drawn up. Li'l Bobby saw these 
as needs that had to be fuUIUed, 
and v^en he joined the Party, he 
said, this Is what my people want 
what they need and only by picking 
up the gun, as Huey and Bobby 
have done, can tha people's ten 
point pUtformand program be im- 
plemented. 

He was young, just 17 years 
old, and he began to see more 
clearly Just what had to be done. 
He loved his people and he was 
conscanily out In the communities 
working with the people, talkli^ 
with the people, serving [hem when 
their needs culled for his help. 
He followed theex^niples Ulddown 
by our Minister of Defense und our 
Chairman .ind worked with an ar- 
duous determination to do all he 
could to educate the people, to unite 
them against itie fascist oppressor 
that lurks in tlie shadows like vul- 
tures walling to drain ihem of what 
little money they had, what mjn- 
hood they had and what little life 
Wiis left inthem after going through 
all they had suffered for •l<)0>'ears. 
Li'l Bobby set out to deal widi the 
task of educating his people. He

On M&rcfa 23rcl, 1910, ut 5:4S 
-p.m. at the Intersection of 24th 
and Columbia Avenue, b six- year- 
old child named Phillip Green was 
struck by a police car driven at 
an excessively tilKh rate of speed 
(40 to 50 miles per hour), police 
disclosed to the community. This 
llttl* -blood was struck so hard 
that after the car was brought to 
a, stop, the pig driver bad to re- 
verse It to free th* child from 
the front bumper. 

The pig's excuse tor driving 
in such a w reckless manner was 
that he was on an emergency and 
didn't see the child crossing at the 
Intersection. It seemed that the 
application of common sense by 
this pic would have prevented the 
misfortune for the parents. The 
facte of the time of day (rush 
hour for both pedestrians and 
cars), the conditions of the street 
(one lane of traffic for each direc- 
tion and partdng on both sides 
of the street) and the congestion 
of children In the area are all 
Victors vthlcbwould stress ihe Deed 
for cautious driving byanyonecoH' 
cerned with the lives and wel- 
&re of the inhabitants who popu- 
late the area. 

As If ttils one Incident wasn't 
enough, aitsr the pigs put In an 
emergency call for assistance, ^>- 
proximately eight more pig ears 
charged into the area like a txincta 
of bulls, creating the potential for 
another Incident with ttte crowd 
of people who were gathered at 
the scene 

Being at the scene q{ the Inci- 
dent, the pigs were overheard to 
say they ware taking the little 
brother to St. Joseph's Hospital, 
which was the closest, at IBth 
and Gerard Avenue. However, upon 
arrival at the hospital, we found 
that the emergency ward was 
closed to ttie public due to some 
type of so-called "financial pro- 
blem".

Then we wentoverthe 
apartment showing the brottiers 
how bad It really was — as best we 
could with nottdng twt a candle 
for light. By then we agured they'd 
be out for that night at least and 
the brothers left, thoucti Couch 
prowled around for a couple hours 
more before he finally left. 

Next day, the lltta--! called Mr. 
Dorame at Legal Aid again and 
told him what had happened. Mr. 
Dorame said to file a complaint 
with the Housing DepartmHit, write 
a letter of complaint to couch 
and keep a carbon of It, and that at 
the same time he would Investi- 
gate the legal aspects of bringing 
suit against Couch for shutting off 
the electricity. 

When I called the Housing De- 
partment, the woman said, "oh, 
you complained before. Mr. Couch 
says be can't do any of your re- 
pairs until you move out of the 
premises." That's the triggest lie 
yet, because my father was a car- 
penter and I know how thai type 
of thing Is handled. You don't have 
to vacate a house In order to re- 
place a wiDCtow or replace leaking 
pipes. For that matter Debby and 
myself had volunteered to lay tile 
or linoleuin In the kititdieii if he 
cocld buy the materials.

out to the East Oakland Legal Aid 
Society. 

Mr. Doiame, one of their law- 
yers. Informed me of our rights 
and said that If Couch locked us 
out or put us out, we could file 
charges against him, that the only 
way we could be put out was through 
the courts Mr. Dorame said to 
keep him Informed and that they 
woiUd t»ck us all the way. 

I ran It down to Debby when she 
got home from her Job as a tele- 
phone operator and she started 
calling pe<vle, to be at our place 
with me the next morning when 
Couch came by.

Then we called 
a friend of ours who came and 
waited with us until the Panthers 
came. By the time our friend had 
arrived, Couch had gone back down 
stairs and shut off all our elec- 
tricity, so we got out some can- 
dles and took a piece of pipe off 
our borrowed vacuum cleaner to

That is the situation so tar.

He also told her about bow he 
locked an old lady out of her 
place for being behind on rent. 
He told her all these thli^s pro- 
bably figuring that we would never 
even get to know each other be- 
cause these two slaters are Black 
and Deb and I are White. 

Also, Couch must have figured 
It would tie easy to push around 
two women and a tiaby. Every time 
he saw a Black brother around 
here he would ask "Are you that 
Daoys latner.-", trying to see u 
the baby's daddy would be around 
to back us up. When he never saw 
Ebon's father he probably figured 
It was safe to vamp on us, 

f don't know If Couch Is what 
you call a "Black Capitalist" or 
not; I do know that the only color 
he's c<Hisclous of Is green, cause 
he said he didn't care what hap- 
pened to any of us here. Includ- 
ing this little- boy. 

So we are going to Oght It right 
down the line. Because the Okla- 
homa coal mlneskllledmygrand- 
(ather, and a California glass com- 
pany crippled my father for the 
rest of his life. Now the blood- 
sucking landlord system In trying 
to throw me and my baby and my

ALL POWER TO THE PEOPLE 
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Soledad 3 On Trial 
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"Momma, U Uiey kill me, Pll 
Just be deu^ tait I'll never kiss 
ttwlr leet." These are the words 
of George Jackson, one ot three 
black men being rallroadod lot 
the death of a guard at Soledad 
stMe Prison in Salinas. Jack- 
son told Us mother "not to 
worry," but she's a mother and 
she does. "That's the way I 
raised him. . .They might klU 
my boy but he'll never be any 
man's sUre." 

Jackson, 26, Is one of three 
prisoners accused otflrstd^ree 
murder In the deatb at the guard. 
His co-defendants are Fleeta 
Drumgo, 24, and George ciu- 
cbette, 23, Each of the men 
could receive the death peaaUv^ 
but In Jackson's case It Is man- 
datory If convicted, having serv- 
ed ten years of a one year to 
Ufe term for alleged armed rob- 
bery. At age eighteen he was 
cooylcted without an opportunity 
for legal counsel. 

The city of saUnas Is heavy 
with the stench of e^loltatlon, 
ringed with labor camps, some 
of them fenced and guarded a- 
galnst "outside agitators," 
Throngs of men with nothing but 
a bedroll to their najnes wait 
tor k chance to break their backs 
in the fields for |l.eB an hour. 
They sleep In the wreed", the con- 
tractors buses are filled and they 
go back to the weeds. 

This fertile and rich valley 
■JO miles south of San Jose was 
once the home of California fas- 
cism. In the thirties when the 
men and women in the packing- 



sheds tried to organize, the pil- 
lars of Salinas society unleashed 
a bloody campaign of death and 
terro. Martial law was the 
rule, and murder in the streets 
the fate of strikers and organ- 
izers. 

That heritage Is not dead. It 
lives (m in the kangaroo court- 
room of Judge Cordon Camp- 
Iwll. Serving as judge he dou* 
btes as advocate for the pros- 
ecution, making tt unnecessary 
for the D.A. to even enter Into 
the courtroom dialogue. The 
Judgp has denied every defense 
motion in an open effort to run 
the case through the mill with- 
out any chance to get at the 
facts. 

Rlchar Slhrar, lawyer for Flee- 
tk DrVrngo rose In the courtroom 
, March 16 to state "I allege 
there Is a conspiracy." Neither 
the Judge nor the D,A. denied the 
charge. There Is no way that 
a conspiracy can be denied. 

When the three men were (Irst 
accused, their mottiers were toU 
that they were just among many 
t>elng questioned. Prison offi- 
cials told Doris Maxwell, mother 
of Cluchette that "he doesn't 
need a lawyer." Letters from 
the defendants were withheld 
from the malls for up to two 
weeks. It was tiy sheer luck 
and reading between the lines 
that the mothers were able to 
get the case continued long 
enough to get lawyers. At the 
early court ai;q)ea ranees the three 
men were barred from hearing 
one another's court testimony 



even though they were charged 
Jointly. The men are beU In 
solitary confinement and are un- 
ahle to visit with either their 
mothers or the lawyers without 
being shackled and watched by 
two armed guards. 

The defense was denied the 
right to question any witnesses tnit 
those selected by the O.A., while 
many of the key defease wit- 
nesses were hustled nO to pri- 
sons In southern caUfomla to 
make them unavailable. 

Judge Campbell, andtbeprlson 
authorities denied the defease 
the right to even examine or 
photograph the stairwell where 
the guard was killed. During 
the time lapse the area has been 
altered and recuistruc ted beyond 
recognition. The court refuses 
to halt the ctmstruction work, let 
alone order the prison to re- 
build It back to the original 
sUte. 

The judge, in the Interest of 
"fairness" had gagged the law- 
yers and defendants, forbidding 
any discussion of the case wit 
the press. He stated openly 
"The prosecution Is guaranteed 
the right of a (ar trial," 

In spite of his own gag rule, 
Campbell ruled on Marcy 16 
to give the Grand Jury trans- 
cript to the press. Not even 
the D.A. had the gall to ash 
for such a prejudicial break in 
the press gag. The defense was 
not allowed to offer proof that 
the Grand Jury testimony was 

taken under 'psychological co- 
ercion" and without any cross

There are a lot of White people 
In America and there seems lo 
be no direct road to the majority's 
heart. We have made many at- 
tempts as a people to seek out 
your sense of morality and in each 
attempt we have paid In our blood. 

For most of my life I really 
believed that people were basical- 
ly good and that Christinanlty was 
the leading force In America. Bur 
after being both a victim and a 
witness to so much of^esslon, 
brutality, and outright murder by 
this country I know nowthat Chris- 
tianity In this country Is but a 
mydi, as is the Constitutlcm of 
dte United States. 

How can you, the so-called 
'majority' lick the apple pie off 
your lips and fall upon your knees 
with hands folded trying to play 
human and then pay with your taxes 
for napalm that Is used to burn 
the flesh off of the poor people 
ot Africa,Souih America, and Viet- 
narh7 We have to look deeply into 
the moralip/ of a people that ac- 
cept the outright murder of other 
peiiple as a natural phenomena. 

The programming of American 
White people started at itils coun- 
try's birth. In order for the greedy 
avaricious buslnesstnen to propa- 
gate his madness, to make his 
millions, to make an empire, it 
was necessary that he manipulate 
the people. In order to do that, they 
^he people) had to be fed lies 
from the highest level, and they 
were. In order to wage genocide 
on the Red man, he had to make 
you believe that the Indian was 
a savage, a beast, and that It was 
right and necessary that you kill 
this menace--and you did.

Fred Hampton was shot to death 
in his sleep by the Chicago Law 
and Order Movement and you Bald 
nothing.

Just as you 
Said nothing about the Red man, 
about slavery in South Africa, and

So with each stage In theprocess 
of genocide, we see you more and 
more programmed to accept our 
death and Imprisonment. 

In a functional definition of peo- 
ple, I don't see anywhere that the

an uln-a^trlotlc piece of ma- 
chinery that is being molded into 
that which pays for and puts to- 
gether andmorallysupportsawar- 
monger. It doesn't seem that there 
la much logic or sanity left for 
the silent majority. That's why 
'muddle Head Adol^di' Nixon de- 
pends on you. 

The American flag has turned 
into a swastika and the eagle a 
buzzard that preys upon anything 
that will ensure Its beastly sur- 
vival. 

The Black Panther Party Is in 
direct opposition to this system 
because It has enslaved, op- 
pressed, and is planning mass 
murder of our people. For this, 
we have been designated to die 
by the 'protectors of that which 
nnnreflsen iin' — the nower of ft- m 



try, mainly the CIA, FBI, and 
trained gestapo type police have 

put together machinery that Is de- 
signed to ultimately destroy alt 
progressive people. The reason Is 
simply that we, by exposing the 
true nature of this decadent 
Ajnerican society, have shaken Us 
already weak foundation. We h»ve 
shown this country to be a haven 
for every unclean thing and that 
it is sinking deeper and deeper 
Into Che muck of the misery and 
blood of die poor peoples of the 
earth. 

We must all understand so that 
we can make up our minds as to 
what direction we will t»kei Ba* 
bylon Is falling, it is dying and 
it is takbtg as many with it as 
possible. We must know just who 
Is the real criminal— is it those 
who are trying to have their con- 
stitutional rights respected or Is 
it those who disrespect those 
rights 7 

We are telling the people the 
same as a bible would tell you: 
"Come out (rf her, my people, 
that ye be no partakers irf her 
sins, and diat ye receive none of 
her plagues, for her sins have 
reached the heavens. Reward her 
as she has rewarded you, render 
to her as she herself has ren- 
dered, and double to her accord- 
ing lo her works." We must be- 
come dislocated now from this dis- 
gusting system of miaery andbar- 
barlsm, of exploitation and mur- 
der. We must stop supporting, aid- 
ing and abetting In her crimes 
against the people. We must have 
too much respect for ourselves 
and too much love for humanity 
to allow these buffoon pigs to do 
what they want to do In our name.

The Judge made 
the niotloii for the D.A. and over 
ruled all defense objections, 

Jackson's counsel. Fay Stender 
and San Jose lawyer, John 
Thorne, moved to dismiss the 
Indictment on the grounds that 
the Grand Jury is unconstitution- 
ally a "blue ribbon committee 
which Ig vholljr unr^resentatlve 
of the black, chlcano and work- 
ing ctaas portionB of the com- 
munity," they were overruled, 
Canipbell refused to allow inj 
bearing on the matter onthebasls 
that the Grand Jury "has two 

Americans of Nigra ancestry" 
amd the panel from which It wai 
chosen "had the name trfa Evan- 
ish or Mexican- Rod rlgues or" 
something llkethat." Hewoukln't 
discuss the token use of blacks, 
or the fact that the county had 
never had a Mexican- American 
on the Grand Jury or Us com- 
plete upper cUss orientation. 
The courtroom on 3/IG was 
filled with more than a hundred 
spectators supporting the de- 
fense. Cde of the nine arved 
sherrltf d^utles In the room said 
"I kln't never seen a crowd 
Ufce this in a Salinas court be- 
fore." After a morning of de> 
fense motions denied and the 
court's attack on Justice the spec- 
tators reused to rise for tl* 
entrance of the Judge. They 
remained silent and seated, ris>- 
ing only when the defendants were 
led into the room their wrists 
shackled to chains around their 
waists, and under the crotch, 
their legs In Irons, despite all

defense objections and pleas. 

When called upon for a plea 
of guilty or not the three men 
stood mute. The lawyers ad- 
vised them not to make a plea, 
having been denied any c^por- 
tunlty to examine the necessary 
evidence. The Judge then pled 
the defendants not guilty and set 
the trial for June 23. Tlie de- 
fense begged for more time to 
thoroughly evaluate the evideiwe 
which had been denied, and to 
interview over a hundred and 
thirty witnesses, many now dis- 
persed to prisons all over the 
state. But Campbell was ada- 
mant about the dkte. 

George Cluchette was sched- 
uled for release on April 28, 
Fleeta Drunigo was due tor & 
parole hearing and George Jack- 
son was In his tenth year of 
an indeterminate sentence. They 
all have their lives hanging in 
the balance . With their clen- 
ched fists raised to aU but 
stretching their chains they look- 
ed out at the qwctators lo con- 
fidence and faith. 

Richard Silver, In bis final 
statement to the court on 3/16 
said "The Interest in criminal 
Justice l5 seeking the truth, not 
rushing to the gallows." 

According to sources close to 
the situation, the court Is rigged 
for a quick conviction, a the 
defendants are to Find Justice 
it wllS be based on the strength 
Jt the people outsUe of the 
:ourt. If the people fall to tear 
the cloak of racist fascism from 
the ritual of the ^:ourt , the 
lives of these three men will be 
wasted.

The N. y. Pancher 21 arereach- 
Ing Che people with their message. 
An HUempt Co raise the ball for 
the Paniher 21 has resulted In 
a Waggle to rodefln« and to re- 
or|imz« the Institution known as 
Union Theo logical Semi nary In New 
York City. 

The murder of Fred Hampton 
and Mark Clark and Judge Miir- 
tagh's treatment rf Che Pcmther 21 
being held under $100,000 ball 
awakened a small group of Union 
students to the attempt to wipe 
out cha BUck E>anther Pai-ty.Slnce 
this group formed In December, 
it has studied the methods of 
rals^ ball and then organized the 
students and facultybehlnd Its pro- 
posal. Union reorgsnized Its gov- 
ernment so that a body known as 
the Assembly "makes decisions", 
"nils Assembly Is composed of two - 
thirds faculty members, one-third 
Studenca, and one representative 
each from the clerical and main- 
tenance workers. On March 13, 
1970, the_ Assembly voted 29 to 11 
to ask the Board of Directors to 
pledge 'M^of riiequaal-endowment 
securities" (about J410,370,00) as 
ball bond collateral for members 
of the N. Y. Panther 21. 

The 55 members of the Board 
of Directors are one-half min- 
isters and one-half laymen. The 
ministers serve the large, rich 
churches In the New York area. 
The laymen work for or sit on the 
boards ol directors of tbe firms 
which control America. Several 
of themhavecloae connections with 
the Nixon administration, 
the Nixon administration. Bas- 
ically they are "third -general I on 
capUallsts", In the face of the 
resolution to defend the civil lib- 
erties of groups seeking radical 
social "change by bailing out Black 
Panthers, the Board refused to vote 
on the Assembly resolution. 
Instead it thought It ended the is- 



sue, by passing a policy state- 
ment to forbid the use of endow- 
ment funds for purposes other than 
"theological education". They 
could not find one positive thing 
to say officially about civil lib- 
erties. 

Hut Ihe Board decision has not 
ended the matter. Instead It has 
made pe<vle aware of deeper levels 
In Ihe struggle and has opetied 
many questions. Who controls the 
Institution; the people v^o live and 
work there or the fat cat Board 
which meets there eight hours a 
year? How can a body (the As- 
sembly) have power If it can not 
make financial decisions? What 
does it mean to have a Board 
of Directors made up of third- 
generation capitalists? What does 
it mean to have an endowment ul 
$27 mlUlon? What reaponslbillty 
does the institution have (o the 
Black community as the result 
of the money it has received from 
people who profited from racism? 
What la "theological education" 
and what liberating message do 
Christians have to say today? 

The decision of theBoardraere- 
ly ended one phase of tbe strug- 
gle and not the struggle Itself. 
Students and faculty are workli^ 
together lo fight to restructure 
their Institution to be able to deal 
widi the pressing problems in 
America, We ape still working to 
raise ball money for the Panther. 
21, but we are going Co try to 
remake the institution aa we do 
this. 

We salute the example of Afenl 
Shakur and the N. Y. Pandit 21 
as they have made us aware of 
our struggle In die mother country.

TOPIC 

MAYOR LINDSAY 



Its been a year now and I'm 
here to say, to you Mayor Und- 
say that I have had enough. A 
year ago I was attempting to en- 
joy a rather peaceful existence of 
being a mother for the first time 
in my life and Interested In no- 
thing more than my new baby, j 
and the survival of oih^r poor 
and oppressed people. But befoi-e 
that child was 10 days old her fa- 
dier was snatdied from a hospital 
bed thrown in )all and accused of 
a conspiracy that was nothing more 
than a political frameup. Because 
of a filthy pack of lies 1 and my 
child were left alone In this Jungle 
that some people call a city. 

For ihreenxHiths my husband/as 
denied ntedication and slept on a 
spring Instead of a bed. Subse- 
quently he was beaten thrown In 
solitary and generally brutalized 
for a period of eight months. Then 
he was taken to Bellevue where 
tbe atten^t to murder him was 
only intensified. He underwent two 
questionable operations that brought 
him to the brink of death and left 
him with permanent damage to his 
legs and lungs, 

For twelve months we have 
paraded before 35 judges In a futile 
effort to reduce his $100,000 ball 
on the grounds that he Is an epi- 
leptic was arrested In a hospital 
and was seriously 111. Yet even as 
he lay dying the authorities of 
this city continued Co ignore our 
pleas for justice. 

Like I said, its been one year 
now and I've seen enough. I'm tired 
of watching this conspiracy by you 
Hogan and Murtagh to kill my hus- 
band. I'm tired of watching your 
Mailoso Juices sit beneath the 
words "In God We Trust" only 
to defUe the very meaning of jus- 
tice. I'm tired of addressing my- 
self to a system that kas ignored 
me and my people for over 400 
years. Such a system is barbaric 



inhuman and illegitimate and 
therefore has no right Co exist. 
And ftirthermore we as a race of 
people can no longer exist within 
it. We've all had enough! NO 
LONGER will we remain in cap- 
tivity. NO LONGER wlU we pas- 
sivety submit to this unilateral 
genocide being practiced upon us. 
NO LONGER will our degradation 
be the basis for your existence. 
NO LONGER will America exist 
off of our BLOOD, our SWEAT, 
and TEARS. 

The manner in which the Pan- 
ther 31 have been railroaded and 
deprived of their most basic con- 
stitutional rights for ""^ /ear is 
symbolic of the treatment Chat 
Black people receive in general 
from your racist Judicial system.

On Sunday March 22, 1970, the 
ring leader of the local lackey force 
made an upen unprovoked attack 
aeainst one of the little sisters 
in our community. This prokchop 
is one of the self-appointed lying 
spokesment for this community, 
but he is also an exploiting mer- 
chant (O'Neal Tire Company). 
Sunday, pig Everett O'Neal, (no 
relation to PeteO'Ne&l), was called 
to Investigate a burglary at the 
Wayne Minor Auditorium. This pig, 
along with the regular occupational 
troops in this community, pro- 
ceeded to enter the auditorium, 
quickly capturing two of the "al- 
ledged" burglars. 

Outside of the building these 
young brothers werelnterogated, 
until they gave the information 
that the pigs wanted. At this point, 
seeing what the pigs represented, 
the pe<v>le In the crowd t>egan to 
throw rocks. Everett, reacting In 
a cowardly manner attacked Sherry 
Conger, 13 year old sister In the 
community for alleged" throwing 
rocks. (Witnesses In tlM crowd 
stated that the sister had never 
touched any object tor throwing ] 
O'Neal began to lead the little 
sister away by pulling and snatch- 
ing her arm. The sister told this 
pig that she was capable of walking 
by herself, and that there was no 
need for him to do what he was 
doing. This coward then threw the 
sister against the pig car and 
slapped her, not once but twice. 
He then threw tier Into the patty- 
wagon. To top it oft, the sadistic 
White pigs began to laugft and 
giggle. They dug seeing this 
■nigger" brutaiisUng this little 
Black sister. 

When Constance Roberts, a 
sister from the community, spoke 
out against this atrocious act, stie 
was maced. Later, when tlw mother 
confronted lackey Iiverett and told 
him that she knew just whohewas, 
he stated, "you don't know me, 
none of you know me!" 

Black people of Kansas City will 
no longer stand for this. We will 
rise up to defend our selves, child- 
ren, and property, and we will 
make the decisive move to end sad- 
istic crimes like this. The people 
of Kansas City are organizing a 
people's trial for this pig. We are 
going to have our own trial, with 
judge, jury, and prosecuter coming 
from the people in the community. 
People like you and roe. We will 
sea to it that true justice pre- 
vails.

Our bloodstained history In Af- 
rica would beml9informlnsandto- 
tally bncomplete if It fails to re- 
cord the brutal tortures and cold 
murders of a highly intellectual 
and flawlessly cultured peopte-- 
Black people — Afro-Americans — 
Niggers, 

This decadent educational sys- 
tem, when dealing with our his- 
torical experiences fails to re- 
cord the ' slavebreakli^, slave- 
making" process, I will attempt 
to clearly lUustraie what I am 
saying by historical analogy. 

Since the silent thefts of our 
people traced back to 1441, and 
reaching "epidemic proportions" 
in 1619, some quick and effec- 
tive processes had to be deve- 
loped to either pacify or other- 
wise ciulet the unorganized but un- 
doubtful resistance being e^^ibi- 
ted by our people, against the 
White colonizer pirates. 

Since pacification in slavery Is 
too much of a contradiction, (bow 
can you pacify an enslaved nlgguh T) 
the only available avtiiuie left was , 
(is) severe Intimidation. 

In those days die "crazy coons" 
the "mad nigras" were isolated, 
kept away from the other niggers 
for fear that ihey, the Implaca- 
bles, would ignite the kindling that 
was (Is) smoking in the souls of 
Black folk. They wereto be used 
as examples, against further In- 
surrectionary types -dig? 

•Hey would be taken to the West 
Indies, and the historical "thorn- 
ln-the-side-of~us (toms, boot- 
lickers) wuuld be placed in an au- 
thority position. The overseers, as 
they were called, skw W the in- 
human tortures, the sub-human 
conditions, and mastered the chil- 
ling' pains of us to break us, and 
make us, willing victims ofthe co- 
lonizer, the smiling Samboes, dig 
it7 

Many died rather than bend to 
the sacrificial point of humanity, 
and enter Into the disgraceful 

troughs of the grovelling house 
niggers. Ttiey were the ancestors 
of the social critics, the Roy Wll- 
kens, the A. Phillip Randolphs, 
and the Thurgood MarshaUs of the 
2lMi century. 

The brothers who died honorably 
only suffered death because the 
mUlead. fear-stricken majority 
kept looking fw die master to 
return them to mother Africa, 
thereby testing the 1st of the ' le- 
gal channels" (strange changes) 
that we have had to exhaust. 

Throughout our history, some 
niggers have refused to bow down 
and be beaten Into the dust. They 
have risen to destroy our oppres- 
sor— JJemark Vesey, Nat Turn- 
er, Marcus Garvey, El HaJJ Ma- 
lik Al Shahazz (M^lcobn), and 
then along came Huey, 

Huey, reluslng to submit, drew 
the oaslau^t of the pig power 
Structure to a position where it 
could be easily recogn^ed for the 
vulture that It Is like a long light- 
ning rod attracts the heavenly 
static. He stood above us, merely 
because he stood while we were 
on our knees. Standing In total 
defiance of Ibe sUvemaster. 
was a strange posture Indeed. 
There were some other brothers 
standing before Brother Huey got 
up, like Malcolm, who. after ac- 
cepting the assassins white- hot 
metal of murder Inside of him , 
started downward to a deaihsiance, 
h« spoke to Huey, and gave Huey 
the mess^e. 

TO PICK UP THE GfiNl 
Many men have since joined the 
side of Huey, the descendants of 
the West Indian dead, the brot- 
hers who have refused to submit.
